| Had thought, Reader, in this Preface to have written ſomewhat 
concerning the difference betwixt the Plays of our age, and* 
thoſe of var Predfceſſors.,0 the Engliſh Stoge: tohave ſhown in 
" "what parts of Dranvatique Poefic wewere excell'dby-Ben. John» 
ſon,? mean, Himpur;and Contrivance of Comealy , and in what. 
we may Juſtly claim precedence of Shakeſpear and Fletcher, namely 
in Heroick, Plays: but this deſſen 1 have hv'd on ſecond conſidera» 
tions; at leaf defer ti rill F-publiſh the Conqueſt of Granada, where 
the Diſcourſe will bt more proper.” 1 had alſ prepar dito Treat of the- 
improvement” of aur Languzze ſince Fletcher's avd Johnſon's days, 
and conſequently of our 1efining the Courtſhip, Raillery, and Conver- 

ation of "Plays: but xs I am willing to decline that enzy which I 
bu' draw 08 my ſelf from ſome old epiniatre Fudges of the Stages (0+ 
likewiſe 1 am. preſt m time ſo much that T have not lejſure, at pre» 
ſent, to g0- thorough with it, Neither, indeed, do 1 walne & repats- 
tion gain'd from Comedy, ſo far as to concern my ſelf | about it any 
more than 1 needs muſt. in my. own defence : for Ithink- it, in its own 
nature, inferior toall forts f Dramatick writing, Low Com dy eſpe- 
cially requires, on the Writers part ,\much of converjation with the 
welexr, and mach of itl_natnre inthe obſervation of their Follies.

But I have deſcended before 1 was aware, from Comedy to Farces 
which conſiſts ay wy ly of Grimacts, That 'T admire not any.Comedy 


equally with Tragedy, \ is,\ perhaps,' from the ſullexneſs of my humor; 
| Nod Taketoſt thoſe Ferces, which are now the moſt frequent Enttey- 
tainments of the Stage,; Iamfure'T have reaſan 08.211 ſide... Comedy 
conſiſts though of low perſons, yet of natural aFions, and charaTters; 
I mean ſuch bumors, adventures, and. deſignes, as are to be found 
and met with in the World. Farce,on the other file cont of forc'd 
humours, and unnatural events Comedy preſents ws with the i meder-= 
FeT@ions of humane nature, Farce. entertains #4 with what 3s zyan: 
fruows and chimerical :the one cauſes laughter inthoſe who can judge 
of Men and Manners 3 by the lively repreſentation of their folly or cor- 
eruption; the other produces the ſame effe& in thoſe who can judge 
_ of ecither,-and that only bye extravagances The firſt works on the 
Judgement and fancy the latter onthe fancy only : There is mare of 
fatisfaGion inthe former kind of layghter ;andin the latter more of 
ſcorn. But, how it happens, that an impoſſible adventure ſhould oo 
our mirth, 1cannot ſo eaſily imagine. Something there may be in the 
oaldneſs of it, morn” ay the Stage it i the common efſet of things un- 
#xpeHed toſurprize ws into adelight-c1 and that #5. to be aferid ta 
the ſtrange appetite,as I may.call it of the fancy which, like that of « 
longing Woman,often runs ont into the moſt extravagant deſires; and 
#s better ſatisfy d ſometimes with Loam, or with the Rinds of Trees, 
than with the wholeſome nouriſhizents of life. In ſhort, there is the 
Jame difference betwixt Farce and Comed ly, 45 betwixt an Empirique 
and a true Phyſitian: both of thews may attain their ends; bat what 
the one performs by hazard, the other does by «kat, And as the Artiſt 
Fs often unſucceſsful, while the Hountebank ſucceeds 3 ſo Farces more 
commonly take the peaple.than. Comedies, For to write unnatural 
things, is the moſt probable way of pleaſing them, who anderſtqnd not 
Natire. And a true-Poet often miſſes of - applauſe, becanſe he,cannot 
debaſe binjelf ty write. ſoill.as to pleaſe his Audience. . 1 > ... 
After all, it is to be acknowledg'd , that moſt. of thoſe Comedies, 
which have. been lately written, have been ally'dtoo much jo. Farce ; 
and this muſt of neceſſity fall out till we forbear the trayſiation of 
French Plays : for their Poets wanting judgement to make, or to 
| Mane 
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waintain true'charaets, firive to coutrtheir defe@®s withridiculoo 
Figares and Grimaces, While I ſay this, T accuſe my ſelf. as well as 
others: andihis very Play would riſe up in judgement againſt me, if 
1 would defend all things. 1 bave written to be natural : but I 
confeſs Ihave given tao much to the people in it,aud am aſham'd for 
thers a5 well 4s for my ſelf,that I have pleas a them at ſo cleaparate: 
z0t that thereis any thing here which 1 would not defend to an ill-na- 
tur d judge : (for Tdeſpiſe their cenſures,who Iam ſure wou'd write 
worſe on the ſame ſubjel& :) but becauſe 1 love to deal clearly and plain- 
ly, and to ſpeak of my own faults with xtore criticiſm, than 1 would 
of another Poets;Tet I think it no vanity to ſaythat this Comedy has as 
much of entertainment in it as many. others which have been lately, 
written : and,if Ifind my ownerrors in it 1am able at the ſametimte, 
to arraign all my Contemporaries for greater,As I pretend not that 
I can write Humor,ſo none of them can reaſonably pretend to have. 
written.it as they ought. Johnſon was the only man of all Ages and, 
Nations,who bas perform'd it well and that but in thre: or four of. 
his Comedies : the reſt are but a Crambe bis cofta3 the. ſame bn- 
monrs a little vary'd and written worſe : neither was it more allow- 
able it bin, thanit is in our preſent Poets, to repreſent the follies of 
particular perſons of which many have accus'd bim. Parcere per- 
fonis, digere-de viti1s,#-the rule of Plays, And Horace tells you, 
that the old Comedy amongit theGrecians was ſilent'd for the tos 
great liberties of the Poets. |

Tadmire and applaud him where I onght * thoſe who do more'1s but 
 valnethemſelves in their admiration of bims : and. by telling you they 
extoll Ben, Johnſon's way,would i te to you that they can pra- 
Tice it. For my part I declare that I want judgement. to-imitate 
him: and ſhould thinkjt a great impudence'in my ſelf to attempt it. 
To make min uppear pleaſantly ridiculows on the Stage war,as Thave 
faid, bis talent : and in this he needed not the acumen of Wit, but 
that of Judgement, For theChara@er's and Repreſentations of folly 
are only the effe@®s of obſervation; and obſervation is an eſſe of jutlge= 
ment. Some ingeniows Men, for whom T have a particular eſteem, 
bave thought F have much injur'd Ben, Johnfon, when I have not al- 
tow'd his Wit to be extraordinary: but they confound the notion of 
what is witty, with what is pleaſant, That Ben. Johnſon's Plays were 
pleaſant, be muſt want reaſon who denies: But that pleaſantneſs was 
ot properly Wit,or the ſharpneſs of Conceit;but the natural imitation 
of folly: which I confeſs to beexcellent inits kind, but not to be of 
that kind which they pretend, Tet, if we will believe Quintilian is 
his Chapter de Movendo riſu, he gives hjsr opirrion of both in theſe. 
omen words, Stulta reprehendere facillimum eft; nam per ſe 
unt ridicula : & a derifu non procul abeſt tifus : ſed rem ur- 
banam facit vs 6g ex _ vw gm Johoſ a | 
And ſome perhaps, wou'd be apt to ſay of Johnſon, «s it was ſaid of 
Kerri Neu Aifolicnifſeill Nd non deter"; 
z0t deny but that I approve moſt the mixt way of Comedy; that which. 
& neither all Wit, nor all Humonr,but the reſult of bath. Neither ſo 
little of Humor as Fletcher ſhews, nor ſo little of Love and Wit, as 
Johnſon, Neither all cheat, with which the beſt Plays of the one are 
flfd, wor alt adventure, which is the common praGice of the other, 
I would have the chara@ers well choſen,and kept diſtant from inter- 
faring with each other; which is more than Fletcher or Shakeſpear 
did : but I would have more of the Urbana,venuſta,ſalfa, faceta and 
the reſt which Quintilian reckons np 4s the ornaments of Wit 3 and 
theſe are In in Ben. Johnfon, X-for repartie ju par= 
tical ar.,as it is the very ſoul of converſation, ſoit is the greateſt grace 
of Comedy, where it is proper #0 the CharaGers : there may be muth of 
acuteneſs.in a thing well ſaid 3 but there #s more in a quickreply : 
fimr, enim; longe venuſtiora omnfatn moaog am Tn pro= 
vocando. Of one thing Tam fur; that no man ever will decry Wit, 
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but hewha deſpairs of it himſelf 5 and who'has no other quarrel jo it 
but. that br; rth 'Fox Th the Grapes.” Tet, 45 a6. Coley, 
(mbo;had a greater portion of it than any man'Thnew) tells xs in his 
CharaQterof Wit,rather than all Wit let there be none; 1think there's 
a0 folly ſo great in any Poet of our Age «s the ſuperfluity and waſte of 
wit ws in ſome of our Predeceſſors © particularly we may ſay 0 
Fletcher and of Shakeſpear, what.was ſaid of Ovid,In omni ejus 
ingenio, facilius quod rejici, quam quod adjict potelt, invenies. 
Thecontrary of which was true in Virgil and our iocomparable 
Johnſon. | | 
Some enemies of Repartie bave obſery'd tows, that there is a great 
latitude in their Chara@ers,whichare made to ſpeakit : Andihat it 
is eaſter to write-wit than Humour: becauſe in the chara@ers of Humor, 
the Poet is confin'd to make the Perſon ſpeak, what is only proper toit. 
Whereas all kind of wit is proper in the CharaGer of a witty perſoir. 
But by their favonr there are as different charaGers in Wit tin Filly. 
Neither #s all kind of wit proper in the month of every ingenious. per- 
ſon. 4 witty Coward,and a witty Brave muſt ſpeak differently. Fal- 
ſtaffe and the Lyar, ſpeaknot like Don. John in the Chances, «nd 
Valentineiz Wit without Money, 4nd Johnſon's Truwit iz the - 
Silent Woman, is 4 Chara@er different from all of them, Tet it ap- 
pears that this onecharaGer of Wit was more i” 00s the Author, 
than all his images of Humor inthe Play: Fort oe he cauld deſcribe 
and manage from his. obſeruntion of Men; this he has taken, at lea 
a part of it, from Baoks: witneſs the Speeches in the Firſt A@&tranſia- 
ted verbatim ot of Ovid de Arte Amayndi.- To omit what after- 
wards he borrowed from the ſixth $ atyre of Juvenal againſt Women, 
_Hewever, if Tſhould grant, that there were @ greater latitude in 
CharaGers of Wit,. than in thoſe of Humonr 3 yet that latitude would 
be of ſmall advantage to ſuch-Poets who have too narrow an imagi- 
mation to write it. And toentertaia. au Audience- perpetually with 
Humour, is to.carry them from the converſation of Gentlemen, and 
treat them with the follies and extravagances of Bedlam, 
T find I have launch d oat fartherthan Tintended in the beginning 
of this Preface. And that in the Leat of Writing, I have touch'd at 
Jomething, which T thought to have avoided, Tis time now to draw 
bhomeward : and tothink rather of defending my ſelf than aſſaulting 
others, Thavealreqdy acknowledg d that this Play is far from perfe@: 
but Ido not think,my ſelf oblig*d to diſcover theimperfe@ions of it to 
B 2 my

#y. Adverſaries,any more than a guilty perſon is bound to accuſe hine- 
felf Tora Judges. 'Tis charg'd wpon 2 thet 'I make hen 
perſons (ſuch as they ſay my Aſtrologer and Gameſter are) my Prota- 
goniſts, or the chief perfons-of the Drama 3and that I make theme hap- 
py in the concluſion of my Play 3 againſt the Law of Coniedy which is 
to reward Virtue, andp uniſh Vice.

i more,his Maſter himſelf a grave man, and « Widower, is introduc'd 
taking his Man's counſel, debanching the Widow firſt, in hope to marry 
her afterward, In the Silent Woman, Dauphine, (who with the other 
" twoGentlemen, is of the ſame CharafFer with my Celadon in the 
Maiden-Queen, and with Wildblood in this) profeſſes himfelf in 
hve with all the Collegiate Ladies:and they likewiſe are all of the ſame 
bharaTer with eaeh other,excepting only MidamOrter,who has ſome- 
thing ſingular: yet this naughty Dauphine,#s crown din the end with 
the poſſe|ſron of his VUncles Eſtate,and. with the hopes of enjoying all bis 
Miſtreſſes. And his friend Mr. Trawix (the beſt CharaGer of a Gen- 
Heman which Ben: Johnſon ever made) is not aſham'd to pimp for 
him. As for Beaumontand Fletcher, I need not alledge examples 
eut of them-; for that were to quote alhnoſt all their Comedies But 
220w it will be objefted that X patronize Vice by the Authority of 
former Poets, and extennate my own fanlts by recrimination. Fan- 
\ſwer, that as T-defend my ſelf by their example 3' ſo that example 1 
defend by reaſon,and by the enil of all- Dramatique Poeſte. In the firſt 
place therefore give-me leave to ſhew you their miſtake who have ac= 
ans d me. They have not diſtinguiſh'd as they ought, betwixt the'rules 
"of Tragedy and Compdy. In Tragedy, where the Afions aud Perſons

dre great and the Crimes horrid, the Laws of Juſtice are more flridÞ- 


ty to by, obſerv'd ; and examples df puniſÞment to be made to deterre 
"Mankind fronrthe purſuit of Vice. Faults of this kind have been rare 
among ft the antient Poets : for they have puniſh'd in Oedipus, ard 
in his poſterity, the ſin which he kyew not he had committed. Medea 
ir the only example Tremember,at preſent, who eſcapes from puniſh» 
ment after murder. Thus Tragedy fulfill? onit'great part of it s1nſtitu- 
tion; which is by example to inſtru@, But in Awed) it is.0t fo. for 
the thief end of it is divertiſement and delight: and that ſo much, 
that it 3s diſputed, I think, by Heinfius, before Horace bis Art of 
Poetry, whether inſtru@ion be any part of its employment., At leaſt T 
am ſure it can bebut its ſecondaryend: fot the fu; of the Poet. is 
to' make you laugh : when he mrites Humor, be makes Folly ridiculows; 
when Wit, he moves you. if not always to Laughter, yet to a pleaſure 
that is more noble. And if he works a cure on folly, and the ſmall 
imperfeFions in mankind, by expoſing them to publick, view, that 
eure is not peform'd by an immediate operation. For it works firſt on 
the ill nature of the Audience; they are mov'd, to laugh by the repre- 
ſentation of deformity 3 and the ſhame of that laughter, teaches us to' 
amend what is ridiculous in-our manners. This being then eſtabliſhd, 
that the firſt end of Comedy is delight, and inſtruction only the ſe-- 
cond; it may reaſonably be inferr'd, that Camedy is not ſo much ob- 
lig'd tothe puniſhment of the faults which it repreſents, as Tragedy. 
For the perſons in Comedy are of a lower quality, -the ation i little, 
and the faults and vices are but the ſallies of Touth, and the frail- 
ties of humane wathre, and notpremeditated crimes : ſuch to which 
all men are obnoxious, 'not ſuch #s are attempted only by few, and 
thoſe abandor'd to ol. ſenſe of virtue: ſuch as: move pity and 
commiſerationz not deteſtation and horror 3 ſuch, in ſhort, as may' 
be forgiven, not ſuch as muſt of neceſſity be puxiſh\d. But, liſt any 
man ſhould thinkthat T write this to make libertiniſme amiable ; 
or that 1car'd not to 'debaſe the end and inſtitution of Comedy, ſo 1 
wright thereby maintain my owntrrors, and thoſe of better Poets," I 
muſt farther dtclare, both for them and for myſelf, that we make-not 
vicious perſons happy. but only as Heaven makes ſinners ſo: that isby 
reclaiming them firſt from Vice; for” ſo*tis io be ſuppos'd they are, 
when they reſolve to maryy-; for then enjayingwhat they deſtrery ne, .
